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An AARC Disaster Drill - From the Inside 


On Sept, 6. 1990, the AARC furnished emergency communications for a simulated 
mayor aircraft crash at Anchorage International Airport. Although we could 
not monitor the net to see what was happening on the outside, several members 
had peek "recruited" by Lil as casualty participants, and this, at least, is 
my story. 


From about 10:00 to 13:00 a creative group of moulage experts, using_a variety 
of make-up and props, converted 113 volunteers into gruesome but realistic 
victims of a plane crasll. The afflictions included everything from mutilated 
deceased to the uninjured, and even included an obnoxious drunk. The moulage 
was done in such a manner as to amplify the various types of trauma to permit 
quick triage of the victims. 


I was Victim #91, critical gategory, with a left frontal skull fracture 
unconscious throughout the drill. I was given a note displaying my vital 
signs to the rescuers. My make-up included a crushed skull and simulated 
blood and spinal fluid leaking from my left ear. 


Shortly after 1:00 PM we boarded an Alaska Airlines plane (all of the seats 
were protected by visqueen) and we taxied to a revetment at the far end of the 
field. Most of the victims were arranged on the ground_in a gory display of 
crash casualties. A few of us remained on the plane. I was ying between 
Brats fats my ankle partially extended into the aisle. Heavy smoke was 
simulated. 


00:00 The pilot radioed in the "crash" information. 


00:15 Suited firemen entered the aircraft, two of them crunching down on my 


ankle in their rush down the aisle and before I could withdraw my foot. 


00:18 IT yas. gently gathered up and expertly carried down the front step 
ramp by two suited firemen and placed prone on the cement at the bottom of the 
stairs; quickly picked up by two other suited firemen, (the one at my head did 
not get a proper grip to start, and it was a difficult carry for both of us) I 
was moved about 50' and placed on a stretcher. I was then Carried to an Air 
Force ambulance and placed on the ground. 


00:24 A female medic euackly checked my vital signs and left. I was asked 
to move over to a blanket as the stretcher was needed. 


00:53 A male medic checked me and red-tagged me. A tag has three tear off 
tabse fellows showing a picture of a turtle, Red with a rabbit, and Black 
with a cross. 


00:57. Was told to get on a bus for a simulated ambulance trip to the 
hospital. 


,01:27 (3:45 PM) Arrived at Providence Hospital. Under these circumstances 
with no treatment, I obviously would have expired. 


The hospital was apparently not participating in the drill exceet in a cursory 
manner - we had to walk in, and the personnel were being checked out in 
admissions practices. 


Coffee and cookies were provided and we finally departed the hospital by bus 
to return to our cars about 5:00 PM. 


I am sure all participants learned a great deal from this exercise - including 
the emergency bus driver who could not find his assigned hospital, and the 
bearers who inadvertently let a casualty fall off of their stretcher. 

Thanks again Lil, for this opportunity to "volunteer". 


Jerry Ganopole - WL7AME 
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witnessed any of Toguri d'Aquino's broadcasts with Yagi, however Collins 
did manage to introduce a statement of Tillman's stating Yagi had told him 
he was bribed to come to San Francisco and give false testimony before the 
grand jury. Although the long parade of prosecution witnesses offered 
conflicting testimony on their perception of Toguri d'Aquino's broadcasting 
role, she was portrayed as an active participant on Radio Tokyo's 
propaganda campaign. Of the 8 counts of treason voted in the original 
indictment, number 6 quickly became the focus of the prosecution's case. 
This act alleged Toguri d'Aquino had broadcast information, "concerning the 
loss of ships" during October 1944. Two witnesses testified they saw 
Toguri d'Aquino deliver the alleged broadcast. They were George Nakamato 
Mitsushio, who was Chief of the Overseas Section of Radio Tokyo, and 
Kenkichi Oki, who was Production Supervisor at Radio Tokyo. As part of his 
testimony, Mitsushio stated he directed her to make the remark, "now you 
have lost all your ships. You really are orphans of the Pacific. How do 
you think you will ever get home?" Although Toguri d'Aquino denied ever 
making the statements, the government had produced its required 2 
witnesses. 

The jury began deliberations on the afternoon of September 26, 1949 
and deliberated bitterly for almost 4 days. From notes secured from the 
Jury Foreman, it appears the jury generally believed the incriminating 
statement alleged by Mitsushio had been made, however debate raged over the 
true intent Toguri d'Aquino had in making the statement. On several 
occasions, the jury notified Judge Roche they were deadlocked, however the 
judge refused to dismiss them and ordered them to deliberate further. The 
Foreman of the jury later stated it was Judge Roche's pressure for a 
verdict which finally led to the capitulation of the holdouts. In the 
early evening of September 29, the jury delivered its verdict. Toguri 
d'Aquino was found guilty of 1 count of treason against the United States. 
The verdict shocked many observers in the courtroom who by a margin of 9 to 
1 had favored aquittal. On October 6, 1949, Judge Roche sentenced Toguri 
d'Aquino to 10 years in prison and imposed a $10,000 fine. Appeals to both 
the 9th Circuit Court of Appeals and the U.S. Supreme Court proved 
fruitless and Toguri d'Aquino was eventually incarcerated at the Federal 
Women's Reformatory in Alderson, West Virginia. Released in January 1956, 
Toguri d'Aquino traveled to Chicago where her father had established a 
successful business following the war. Today Toguri d'Aquino still lives 
in Chicago where she still owns the import business her father started 
called Toguri's. 

Sadly, Toguri d'Aquino's conviction and incarceration were not her 
last encounters with American bureaocracy. Following her release, there 
were talks of deportation - but deportation to where? Ironically, her 
conviction for treason had verified her American citizenship which she was 
unable to secure when she attempted to return to the United States in 1941. 
Following her release from prison, her attorneys also made several attempts 
to obtain a Presidential Pardon. In fact, the government counter attacked

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by pursuing Toguri d'Aquino for full payment of the $10,000 fine with the 
final request coming in 1971 from soon to be Watergate conspirator John 
Mitchell. Finally on his last day in office, President Gerald R. Ford 
granted a full pardon to Iva Ikuko Toguri d'Aquino.

2. If the addressee is in what used to be West Germany, Put the 
letter "W" ahead of the postal code; e.g., W-3507 Baunatal. If the 
addressee is in what used to be East Germany, put the letter"0" 
ahead of the postal code; e.g., O-5066 Erfurt. 

The "W" stands for "West" (same word in both German and English, 
though it's pronounced differently). The "O" stands for "Ost" (in 


English, "East". The use of different letters is necessary because 


some postal codes are (temporarily) duplicated in the two parts of 


the country.
